Priority

Information Disclosure Statement 
The IDS submitted 28 November 2005 and 14 February 2006 have been considered by 
the Examiner. 

Drawings 

The original drawings received on 16 April 2004 are accepted by the Examiner. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is more than one paragraph in 
length. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2 and 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claims 2 and 4 are rejected as to being indefinite since the glass composition is recited in 
terms of both weight and molar percentages. The use of mixed weight percent and mole percent 
ranges in the claims does not allow for one of ordinary skill in the art to derive the ranges of the 
other essential and optional components or to understand the scope of the claim as a whole. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kasuga et 
al., U.S. Patent 7,157,391. 

Kasuga et al. teach an optical glass having overlapping ranges of components with instant 
claims 1-3. See Abstract and column 3, lines 9-43. Kasuga et al. having overlapping ranges of 
refractive index and an Abbe number as recited in instant claims 4-6. See Abstract and column 
3, lines 25-28. Kasuga et al. teach that the optical glass is an optical element or press-molding 
preform and that the glass is made and used by the methods as recited in instant claims 7-25. 

Kasuga et al. fail to teach any examples or compositional ranges that are sufficiently 
specific to anticipate the compositional and property limitations of claims 1-25. However, 
overlapping ranges have been held to establish prima facie obviousness. See MPEP 2144.05. 

Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have selected from the overlapping portion of the ranges disclosed by the 
reference because overlapping ranges have been held to establish prima facie obviousness. See 
MPEP 2144.05.

The additional references cited on the 892 have been cited as art of interest since they are 
considered to be cumulative to or less than the art relied upon in the rejections above.
